PAROLED MEN DO WcLL, 


Only 65 Out of 3,100 Men Forfeit 
Their Liberty. 

Dominion Parole Officer Archibald 
has just made an official visit to the 
penitentiary at Kingston. This is the 
first visit of Mr. Archibald since his 
severe illness last winter, and his 
many friends in Kingston were de- 
lighted to see him on the road to 
When asked as to how 
the parole system was working, and 
as to the number of prisoners who 
had been paroled since the inception 
of the system in Canada eleven years 
ago, Mr. Archibald said that he was 
at the present time making out 4 re- 
port for the department, but could 
Benepe give approximate figures. 
Since the system was established in 
1899, he said about 3,100 prisoners 
were released on parole. Out of that 
number only about 65 had forfeited 
their liberty. That is a_ splendid 
record, Mr. Archibald said. Nearly 
2,000 have won their full liberty and 
ure in the enjoyment of good citizen- 
ship, showing that they were not 
criminals, but had yielded to tempta- 
tion in moments of weakness, and 
aftereards deeply regretted their 
acts and repented in sackcloth and 
ashes. One thousand prisoners are 
still reporting. Last year 460 prison: 


ers completed their paroles. Of the 
8,100 prisoners paroled in eleven 
| years, 1,800 were from the peniten- 


tiaries and 1,300 from the jails and 
reformatories, 

The number of paroles has been 
steadily increasing, 
bald thinks that the limit has now 
been reached. Last year the paroles 
totalled about 578, or about 100 
more than in the previous year. In 
the prisons of Canada Mr. Archibald 


said that there were about one-third | 


of the prisoners in whom the utmost 
confidence could be put if they were 
released on parole, There were 
probably frcm 15 to 20 per cent. who 
would be better incarcerated for life, 
as they were genuine criminals. 

One year Mr. Archibald followed up 
the prisoners paroled, of whom there 
were 300, and found that they were 
earning a total of about $120,000. 
They had ‘made good,” and were 
valuable citizens.

SCOTT AND HIS SHIP. 
Antarctic Explorer Has the Best Ex: 


pedition Ever Sent Out. 


The Terra Nova is bound for the 
| Antarctic. She carries the majority 
of those who are to accompany Capt. 
Scott in his éndeavor to reach the 
South Pole. Capt. Scott rightly counts 
himself leader of the most thorough- 

ly Beers expedition in the history 
| of Polar exploration. Given the man, 
} the expedition will not only be the 
‘most thoroughly organized but also 
| the most determined that has ever 
set out. 

Capt. Robert Falson Scott is a man 
}of keen sentiment and enormous en- 
thusiasms, but they are hidden below 
| the surface of a very placid and un- 
concerned demeanor. tr 
of the naval service on the one hand 
|and of the great explorers on the 
| other inspire Bim, Clean-shaven, with 
|a strong and deterinined face, tight, 
, firm lips, and keen but kindly light 
| blue eyes, he is just forty-two years 
| of age, his birthday being on June 
6th. He was thirty-three when he 

first set out towards the South Pole 
in the wonderful byt too expensive 
; and not over-satisfactory Discovery, 
jin which he made the great expedi- 
| tion which penetrated farthest south 
for the time being. 

As a good captain he liked the Dis- 
covery, despite her faults, and. if sen- 
tirient had been given full cpportun- 
ity he might have tuken her with him 
this time. By a curious coincidence 
she lies in the docks, and was almost 
within hailing distance of the Terra 
Nova before she sailed. The Discov- 
ery is in the service of the Hudson 
Bay Co, to whom she was sold when 
she had done her work in the Ant- 
arctic. But now vhe commander ts 
quite in love with his Terra Nova, 
| which he thinks the best ship in the 
world for her purpose, 

The first time he ever saw her he 
| resented her appearance. He was out 
| in the lonely Antarctic then, cut off 

from the world. It was on a sunny 

morning in January. six years ago, 
the Discovery was fast in the ice, and 
| her situation, and indeed that of the 
whole expedition, was a little serious. 

The Government had guessed this, 
and had sent this old but Me 
chosen whaling vessel racing through 

the Mediterranean and Suez Canal, 
tugged along at top speed by cruisers 
and more cruisers until, with the 
other relief ship, the Morning, she 
came up to the edge of the Antarctic 
ice pack. Capt. Scott and some of 
his companions were discussing after 
breakfast their plans for the day, 
when suddenly they saw a ship. Then 
Wilson exclaimed, ‘‘Why, there’s an- 
other!” and there was the Terra Nova. 
The sight meant safety and homme 
again, but there were considerations 


which made the reflection not com- | 


pletely delightful. The Antarctic has 
its claims and its hold, and the ex- 
plorer has a very sensitive pride; and 
so, before he turned in that night, 
Capt. Scott wrote in his diary. “In 
| spite of the good home news and the 
| pleasure of seeing old friends again, I 


| was happier last night. than I am | 


! to-night. 

However, he marked the Terra Nova 
for her sterling worth, and he paid 
$60,000 for her when he determned 
on this new expedition. In the mean- 
| time she had gone back to her whal- 
ing and he had returned to the navy 
to command battleships and cruisers. 
A fair amount of money has now 
been spent on her — most carefully 
spent—and she has become a ship 
of good looks and some excellent con- 
veniences. She has to accommodate 
nearly sixty officers, scientists, and 
crew, and with the three years’ pro- 
visions that she takes with her-—all 
selected this time with the most ex- 
ceptional thoroughness and packed in

Lore of the Wedding-Ring.

NEXT DOOR TO NEPTUNE, 
Where There Are Workshops Under 


the Sea. 


The Whitehaven coal-mizie, in which 
the awful disaster recentiy occurred, 
and which runs out for three miles 
; below the Irish Sea, ‘is not by any 
| means the only mine in which men 
| work with thousands of tons of ocean 
directly over their heads, and within 
a few yards of them. 

Workington, a near neighbor of 
Whitehaven, used to have one of these 
submarine mines. But one day the 
water burst through the roof, and 
filled the workings, drowning all the 
men who were unfortunate enough to 
be there—thirty-six. 

' The nearness of the sea, indeed, is 
the chief danger in these mines. 

The most famous of all these sub- 
marine workshops is situated near 
Penzance, and is called the Bottal- 
| lack Mine. The coast is rocky there, 
and shelves steeply down below the 
| water. In this submerged hill ten 
galleries were driven at different 
levels, each stopping only within a 
few yards of the Atlantic. So thor. 
oughly was the hill honeycombed 
that the sea began oozing in in all 
directions, One leak might have been 
stoppal, but as there were hundreds, 
ie mine simply had to be abandon- 
ed, 

But there was another reason for 
its abandonment. So thin was the 
crust that in the storms of winter the 
stout-hearted miners had often to flee 
in terror from the thunder above 
them. Great boulders rolled along 
the sea-bed, grinding and crashing, 
and masses of gravel plunged to and 
fro. In fact, eases of deafness and 

hysteria were quite common among 
| the men who earned their bread there. 

The mine can still be explored hy 
the daring visitor. The Queen Moth- 
er and the late King Edward went 
down some years ago. Even in the 
calmest weather, however, the ocean 
can be heard murmuring and rumbl- 
ing within a few yards of one’s head. 
The galleries run far a third of a mile 
under the sea. 

Within a few miles of the Bottallack 
| copper mine is the Levant Mine, one 
of the richest mines that have ever 
been opened in England. Tin and 
copper have been taken out of it to 
the value of two millions sterling. 
And most of this two millions has 
been taken from under the ocean, for 
| of its forty miles of galieries the 
greater part lies directly below the 
sea, The lowest gallery but one runs 
straight out below the water for a 
mile. 

It was to the Battallack Mine that 
a distinguished geologist paid a visit 
a few years ago. Leaving his friends, 
to whom an official was explaining 
things, he strolled away a few yards. 
Noticing. something that looked like 
a plug, he began fingering it.

THE BASTILLE, 


Rise and the Fall of the Famous State 
Prison of France. 


| The famous French prison: known 
as the Bastille was started on April 
22, 1356, by order of Charles V. 
Bastille turned out to be an import- 
ant structure in history, and its fall 
/On July 16,, 1789, marked the begin- 
jain of the French Revolution. It 
was originally intended by Charles as 


it came to be used as a state prison 


and. ditches. ‘the Bastille had four 


its large sides, It was partly in these 
towers and partly in underground cel- 
lars that the prisoners were situated. 
It was capable of containing from 
seventy to eighty prisoners, a num- 
ber a ttont reached during the 
reigns of Louis XIV. and Louis XV., 
the majority of them being persons 
of the higher ranks. In its site now 
stands the Column of July, erected in 
Perey of the patriots of 1789 and 


The name bastille, or bastel, in an- 
cient times was given to any kind of 
structure calculated to withstand a 
military force, and thus, ‘formerly in 
England and on the borders of Scot- 


ly applied to places of strength and 
fancied security. The French Bastille 
was originally called the Bastille St, 
Antoine, 

Stephen Marcel, provost of the mer- 
chants, undertook the erection of the 
French Bastille. The building was 
enlarged in 1369 by Hugh Aubmot, 
provost of Paris under Charles V. 
de added two towers, which, being 
laced opposite to those already exist. 
ng on each side of the gate, made of 
the Bastille a square fort, with a tow- 
Jer at each of the four angles, 
| After the death of Charles V., Aub- 
riot, who had many enemies, waa 
prosecuted for alleged crimes and wae 
condemned to perpetual confinement 
in the Bastille, of which, according to 
some historians, he was the first pris- 
oner, After some time he was remov- 
ed thence to Fort l’Eveque, another 
rison, from which he was liberated 
in 1381 by the insurrection of the 
Maillotins, 

After this insurrection, in 1382, the 
young king, Charles VIL., still further 
enlarged “the Bastille by adding four 
towers to it, each 100 feet high, thus 
giving it, instead of the square form 
it or eineyy. possessed, the shape of 
an oblong or parallelogram, ‘To in- 
crease its strength the Bastille was 
surrounded by a ditch 25 feet deep 
and 120 feet wide.

lowed.”

Addison, | 
the lucky Australian, who was the 
next nearest competitor. 

But others exnerienced exceedingly 
hard lines at Bisley that year. Take 
the case of Armorer-Sergeant Law- 
rence. In the 900 yards firing he had 
the misfortune to put a magpie on 
the wrong target. To people who 
know nothing about the Bisley com- 
petitions this may seem the result of 
rank carelessness. As a matter of | 
fact, however, mistakes of this sort 
are difficult to avoid. But to Law. | 
rence it meant not only the payment 
of a fine, but also the forfeiture of 
the value of the shot. But for this | 
one fatal misfortune, he would, un- 
doubtedly, have run out the winner | 

The advantage of early training in 
rifle-shooting was never better illus | 
trated than by the phenomenal 
achievements of Mr. Martin Boyd at 
the 1907 Bisley. He won the Wimble- 
don Cup at 1,100 yards, and at the 
same time made the highest score on 
record to that date. In the Match | 
Rifle Aggregate, he also figured se- | 
cond, and was the second highest | 

| 


scorer in the Scottish Eight, while his 
name appeared in nearly every other 
prize list the shooting for which was 
with the match rifle. | 

Yet, for thirteen successive years he | 
had been absent from Bisley, and | 
throughout that time had not even | 
handled a rifle! But he is a veteran | 
shot, having made. his first appear- | 
ance at the National Rifle Associa 
tion’s meeting just. thirty-four years | 
before. | 

Thirteen years ago there was a very 
curious, and no less amusing, series | 
of coincidences in the . Alexundra | 
competition. There were two compe- 
titors squadded together in this com- | 
petition of almost identical surname. 
One, named Dodd, belonged to the | 
2nd Livernool, while the other, named | 
Dodds, was a member of the 2nd Dum. | 
fries. To carry the coincidence still 
further, each made a score of twénty- 
four dt the same range, with the same 
marks, shot for shot. 

The climatic conditions under which 
the King’s Prize was shot for at the 
1902 meeting caused it to become 
known as the “hurricane” final; 
while the year 1894 was one of the 
worst in the whole history of the Na- 
tional Rifle Association meetings. To 
one competitor the elements were par- | 
ticularly unkind. Just as he was in 
the act of pulling the trigger the wind 
blew a marking-board down upon 
him. The humor of this unexpected 
happening appealed more to the spec- 
tators than to the unlucky competi- 
tor, who was aiming at something 
more tangible than amusement. 


An Unwilling Passenger. 


A more amusing than serious mis- 
hap befel an Irish pedler of curios 
named Edwards lately who boarded 
a White Star. liner..at Queenstown 
to sell his wares, but got so weary 
that he sat down in a chair on the 
promenade deck and fell asleep.

OLD-TIME PUGILIST. 


John Guily Was Champton of «he 
Ring In the Falmy Days and After

* fotin Gully, one of the early cham- 
pions of the English prize ring, was 
elected to Parliament nfter he forsook 
the ptigflistic arena. “Gully held the 
championship from 1806 to 1308. He 
reat public de- 
fire, for the honor, which was. rather 
conceded to him. Gully ‘was a good” 


JOHN GULLY. 
fighter, but did not engage in many 


battles. He was quick in action, pos- 
sessed grent courage and had fine 
judgment. He was six feet in height. 

Gully was awarded the champion- 
ship of England when Hen Pearce, 
who was styled the Game Chicken, 
was obliged to retire by illness in 
1805. Pearce had defeated Gully be- 
fore his retirement, but Gully was 
considered to be the best man with 
Pearce out of the way. Gully defeat- 
ed Bob Gregson, a contender for the 
title, twice, the second time in 1808. 
He had intended to quit the ring be- 
fore the second battle, but found him- 
selt.in honor bound to accept Greg- 
son’s challenge. After leaving the 
ring Gully became a tavernkeeper, a3 
old English champions were wont to 
do, and gained a fortune in turf spec- 
ulations. He was an intelligent man 
and was sent to Parliament from 
Pontefract in 1832. .Hia death occur- 
red in 1863, in his 80th year.
